In carryiag out your novly assigned duties as
Director of Central lntollt;enco it is my wish that you
sorve as the Governmeat's principal foreign tntelligence
officer, and as such that you undertake, as an integral
part of your responsibility, the coordination and effective
guidance of the total United States foreign intelligence

effort. As the Governuent's principal intelligence officer, .

you will assure the proper coordination, correlation, and
evaluation of intelligence from all sources and its prompt
dissemination to me and to othor recipients as appropriate.
In fulfillment of these tasks 1 shall expect you to work

closely with the heads of all departments and agendies huvtns

'rosponnlbilittes in the foreign 1q§elltgonca field.

' In coordinating and guiding ‘the total tntolltsonco
effort, you will serve as Chairsan of the United States
Intelligence Board, with a view to assuring the efficient
and offoctive operation of the Board and its assoociated
bodies. In this connection I note with approval that you

. have designated your deputy to serve as a mexber of the

Board, theredby bringing to the Board!d deliberations the

relevant facts and Judxnent- of the Central Intelligenco
. Agency.

As directed by tho President and the National

Security Council, you will establish with the advice and
_ assistance of the United SBtates Intelligence Board the

necessary policies and procedures to assure adequate

coordination of foreign intelligence activities at all

levels.

programs and activities of all U.8. agencies engaged in
- foreign intelligence activities with a view to assuring
efficiency and effectiveness and to avoiding uadesirable
duplication.

for the Agency, I sball expect you to delegateo to your
principal deputy, as you may deem nedaseary, so much

of the directicn of the detailed operation of the Agency as
may be required to perait you to carry out your primary
task as Director of Central Intelligence. -
